The prior art does not teach the parameters that are related to a subdivision rule 
reflects a sharp crease along the edges which the smooth feature line is defined, the 
values of parameters being defined in the interval [0,1], where higher values define a 
sharper crease, the values of the parameters at lower level being related to the values 
at a higher level related by the claimed equations.
